A. a former premed student with a degree in zoology, Diane Brakefteld seems an 
unlikely candidate for needlework designing. But for the past 14 years, she has enjoyed 
overwhelming success in the industry as a free-lance designer. ‘’After graduating from 
college in 1975, I needed a break from the intense academic pressure,’’ she says, ‘so 
-- I became a very serious embroiderer, designing my own projects and stitching for 
hours every day.’’ After a friend encouraged her to submit some of her work to a 
manufacturer of needlework kits, her career took off. To date, she has created hundreds 
of kits and patterns for various needlecrafts, including whitework, crewel, and other 
embroidery. But since 1986, Diane has devoted most of her time to cross stitch. Describing 
her drawings as detailed and controlled, Diane says she has developed two distinct styles 
— lighthearted and ‘‘unabashedly cute’’ as well as more serious and realistic. She says that birds and animals 
inspire her most but that she also likes Victorian, folk, and sea-life themes. ‘’I think my education has reinforced 
my love of animals.’’ Her Santa designs, like the one featured here, started with a desire to create a character who 
looked ‘‘more elfish than human ... and slightly perplexed by his Christmas duties.’’ When she’s not working 
to the sounds of classical music from her home in Caldwell, Idaho, Diane enjoys reading, traveling to quaint old 
towns, and spending time with her daughter, Samantha, 22, and their Persian cat, Peanut Butter.

Row 2: Ch 1, tum; sc in first sc, (ch 8, skip next 
3 sc, sc in next sc) 6 times, (ch 6, skip next 3 sc, 
sc in next sc) 4 times, (ch 4, skip next 3 sc, sc 
in next sc) 3 times, slip st in last 2 sc; working in 
free loops of beginning ch, slip st in first 2 chs, sc 
in next ch, (ch 4, skip next 3 chs, sc in next ch) 
3 times, (ch 6, skip next 3 chs, sc in next ch) 4 
times, (ch 8, skip next 3 chs, sc in next ch) 6 times. 
Row 3 (Right side): Ch 1, turn; 8 sc in each of first 
6 loops, 6 sc in each of next 4 loops, 4 sc in each 
of next 3 loops, skip next sc, sc in next st, slip st

next ch) 4 times, skip last 4 chs; join with slip st 
to top of beginning ch. 

Rnd 2 (Right side): Slip st in next tr and in next

WASHING AND BLOCKING 


For a more “professional” look, pieces should be 
washed and blocked. Using a mild detergent and 
warm water and being careful not to rub, twist, or 
wring, gently squeeze suds through the piece. Rinse 
several times in cool, clear water. Roll piece in a 
clean terry towel and gently press out the excess 
moisture. Lay piece on a flat surface and shape 
fo proper size; pin in place using rust-proof pins 
where needed. 

Note: Twist Icicle “3 around pencil to shape 
Allow to dry completely. Spray lightly with spray 
starch, if desired. 


HANGER 


Thread a 6” length of translucent nylon thread 
through top center of ornament and knot ends of 
thread together.

MERRY MERRY SHIRT 


You will need one T-shirt, tracing paper, fabric 
marking pen, hot-iron transfer pencil or transfer 
fabric crayon, cardboard to fit inside shirt, straight 
pins, various colors of fabric paints in squeeze 
bottles, one medium size paintbrush, scrap fabric 
for practice painting, and ruler 

1. Wash, dry, and press shirt. (Note: Do not use 
fabric softener in washer or dryer; shirt fabric may 
not take paint easily when fabric softener has been 
used.) 

2. Lay shirt on a flat surface. Using a ruler and 
fabric marking pen, center and draw an 11” square 
on front of shirt, 1¥2" below bottom edge of 
neckband 

3. Trace Ornaments and Bow Pattern onto tracing 
Paper. Turn tracing paper over and draw over lines 
with a transfer pencil or crayon 


4. With transfer pencil side down, refer to photo 
and position traced pattern inside 11” square on 
shirt. Following manufacturer's instructions for 
transfer pencil or crayon, transfer lines to shirt 
5. Center cardboard inside shirt under area to be 
Painted. Pull arms and bottom of shirt to back; pin 
in place 

6. Using paintbrush, apply an even coat of paint 
to the inside of transferred ornaments and bow; 
allow to dry. If necessary for adequate coverage, 
apply a second coat of paint. 

7. (Note: Practice with squeeze paint on scrap 
fabric before painting on shirt.

FLOSS TIPS 
When I am stitching a project that uses 10 to 
12 different colors, I thread up 10 to 12 needles 
and keep them loaded. It takes me 2 minutes 
to thread, unthread, re-file that color, and 
thread a new color if I am using only 1 needle. 
I may change colors 20 to 25 times in one 
evening, and that adds up to 40 or 50 extra 
minutes that I can spend stitching.

When stitching with an even number of 
strands of floss, instead of catching the loose 
end of the thread for the first few stitches, I 
follow these steps and reduce the ‘’weaving 
under’ by half, therefore making the back of 
my work twice as neat: Using half the number 
of required strands, cut thread twice as long 
as desired and fold in half. Thread the cut ends 
through the needle, leaving a loop at the 
opposite end. Make the first half of the cross 
and draw the needle down though the loop 
on the underside of the fabric (Fig. 1). Pull 
thread up and continue stitching.

A fairly inexpensive way to keep track of 
embroidery thread is to buy a box of 
envelopes. Put the color number on the upper 
right-hand corner of each envelope as you 
acquire them and put the entire skein in the 
envelope. File the envelopes in numerical 
order. When you work on a project, select the 
envelopes you need and keep them in a self- 
sealing plastic bag that is large enough to also 
hold your material. Small leftover threads can 
be returned to the envelope for later use when 
a single stitch or two are needed. You can add 
a symbol (if your chart has them) on the back 
of the envelope to help keep things in order.

When I work on a project, such as counted 
cross stitch, that requires frequent reference 
to a chart or instructions, I put the chart on 
a music stand. My stand has clips that hold 
the book open to the needed page. The height 
of the stand can be adjusted to hold the book 
at eye level. I find this eliminates much 
bending, squinting, and eyestrain; my 
needlework time is more enjoyable.

I had always admired the many designs 
created by working on waste canvas but was 
reluctant to try it after a friend expressed how 
hard it was to remove the canvas after the 
project was completed. Recently, however, ! 
did complete my first project and found that 
using needle nose pliers to remove the canvas 
after it had been softened with water made the 
job a lot easier. (Editor’s Note: Waste canvas is 
easier to remove if you pull out the threads in the 
shortest direction first. Also, don’t get the canvas 
too wet; the starch-like substance that holds the 
canvas together will make the threads slick and easy 
to pull out when dampened but will wash away if 
the canvas is soaked or immersed.)
